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Arkansas Crop Progress and Condition 

 

   
According to the National Agricultural Statistics Service in Arkansas, there were 4.3 days suitable for fieldwork for the 

week ending Sunday, May 26, 2019. Topsoil moisture supplies were 0 percent very short, 0 percent short, 64 percent 

adequate, and 36 percent surplus. Subsoil moisture supplies were 1 percent very short, 3 percent short, 61 percent 

adequate, and 35 percent surplus. Low temperatures ranged from 53.3 degrees Fahrenheit at Evening Shade to  

71.6 degrees Fahrenheit at Rohwer. Highs ranged from 76.4 degrees Fahrenheit at Winslow to 89.8 degrees Fahrenheit at 

Eudora. Moderate to heavy precipitation was received throughout the State, with the highest concentration occurring in 

the northeast part of the State with an average of 1.53 inches.

Levees are being pulled in rice and fertilized to 

start the wells for permanent flood. Soybean and peanut planting will get in full swing with continued dry weather. A 

tremendous number of acres were harvested for hay with the dry, hot weather over the last 4-5 days.”

Producers took 

advantage of a dry week to get in the first harvest. Some herbicide applications for summer weeds has begun.”
